CROWDED SYNAGOGUES. 
TO THE EDITOR OF THE *‘ JEWISH OHRONICLE.” 

Sirn,—It would be safe to predict that next Monday all and more than the 
available space of the London synagogues will be occupied by Jews who desire 
to seize the great opportunity of making their peace with their Maker. The 
result of this desire 1s sadly familiar to all of us; the decorum which should 
characterise the most sclema day of the year is greatly wanting, the atmosphere 
becomes stifling and unhealthy,-while ingress: and egress is unnecessarily dis- 
turbing owing to the blockage of all the passages. Thuis is not as it ehouid be. 
Anything that diverts the wind from the wholesome task of self communion, 
anything that increases the severity of the piysical strain of ths day, helps to 
nullify ite good effect and render the religious function pugatory. The excess 
of devotion in the occupants of the standing places in the passages tends to 
introduce something ludicrous into the solemnity of the day ; the extraordinary 
crowding 18 @ positive danger in view of any'claim such as that which has 
frequently bad disastrous effects in Continental Synagogues, aud altogether tbis 
state of things is one that demands the attention of synagogue officials and 
should be put a stop to as soon as possible. ‘The cause of this overcrowding is 
tolerably obvions and, at the same time, of dikgrac: ful significance. | 

Yom Kipyur is getting to be the only day on which many Jews choose to 
make ao appearance in synagogue. It 1s the last observance which is retained 
when all others are cast overboard. .Is it, however, fair that the regular atten- 


dante of the synagogue should be disturbed, deprived of air, and pul into some 


danger by men who desire to be Jews for one day of the year? I should be 
loth to deny these Jews of that small unction to their soul, but the more 
regular attendauts have surely some claim to consideration before such claim- 


ants, The drastic solution of the problem would be to deny admittance to all 


except holders of seats, but this method might exclude passing strangers and 
all others who might be elsewhere regular attendants of a synogogue. What'is 
to be done?

OTTINGE FROM ME LBOURNE. 


FROM ouR ‘CORRESPONDENT. 
-MELBOURNK, AUGUST ists, 1881. 


The accounts of the terrible persecutions inflicted on the unfortunate Jews | 
in Southern Russia which have from time to time reached Melbourne, have 
impelled the Melbourne Branch of the Anglo-J ewish Association to take action 


to devisc means for relieving the wants of the sufferers. A meeting of the 
Committee was accordingly called for the 18th of last month, and after some 
discussion it was resolved that the co-operation of the Wardens of the metro- 
politan synagogues be invited for the purpose of devising means to raise funds 
for the relief of our sufferieg brethren in Russia. 


Wardens of the three metropolitan synagogues was accordingly held on the 20th 
July, and it was then decided that a deputation should wait upon the Mayor of 
Melbourne to request him to call a meeting of the citizens. A deputation waited 
upon his Worship, who expressed his sympathy with the movement and requested 
that be should be presented with a requisition to convene a meeting for the 
object stated. A requisition was accordingly prepared, signed- by many of our 
Christian follow-citizens, iacluding the Dean of Melbourne, and was presented 
to the Mayor, who eopeened & meeting at the Town Hall on Monday evening, 
the Ist August. At the meeting there were about 200 gentlemen present, 
inclading a great number of influential Christians, and the Chair was taken by 
the Mayor, who, in opening the meeting, drew a vivid picture of. the 
sufferings endured by the Jews in Russia. The first resolution, expressing 
regret at the outrages and sympathy with the sufferers, was moved by Sir 
George Verdon and seconded by the Hon. G. D. Langridge, both of whom 
urged their fellow Christian citizens to assist the Jews as the latter were always 
foremost in the cause of charity. An inflnential committee was appointed to 
raise subscriptions, and the sum of £350 was promised in the room. A letter 
was read at tho meeting from the Dean of Melbourne, enclosing a donation, and 


in which he stated that ‘he could not but see in these persecutions the hand of 


God, who is at the same time removing the hindrances to the promised return 
of Ferde! to Palestine and breaking up their homes in other lands.” The sub- 
8Criptions in aid of the fund new amount to £1,100, and through the liberality 
of the English, Scottish, and Australian Chartered Bank, the committee have 


_ been enabled to forward to London, by telegram, two sums of £500, each free 


of expense. It is expected that the total amount to be raised will reach £2,000. 
Circulars have been sent to all the cities, shires, and boroughs throughout the 
Colony, and also to heads of the various religious denominations, seeking their 
co-operation in the cause. Most of the principal nowspapers in the Colony have 
published very able “ leaders” regretting the persecutions and advocating the 
assistance of all charitable and liberal minded people. The Ballarat Branch of 
the Anglo-Jewish Association have taken action in the matter, as have also the 


Jewish residents of Sandhurst and the Mayor of Adelaide, S.A., at the request 
of the Jewish citizens, has convened. a public meeting to devise means to relieve 


the sufferers. Altogether the Australian Jews will give their fair share of help 
to assist the poor people in Southern Russia. 


Mr. Joseph Benjamin, the respected President of our Philanthropic Society, 
has just Jeft fora trip to Europe, and prior to his departure he was entertained 
at a dinner and presented with an illuminated address expressing sincere appre- 
ciation of his valuable services as president of the Society during a period 
extending over five years.

Tie young shouted for joy in anticipation.of the greater glory of the Second House 
which was foretold by the prophet, while the old wept, when they contrasted the 
sober realities of the present with the glories of the past. Tho feelings with which 
the foundation of the new edifice was being raised depended upon the generation 


to which the spectator belonyed. The recollection of the past filied the present with’ 


sadness, Those who were assembled for religious worship ou the present. New Year 
(So42) would be actuated by the same variety of feeling. Such as belonged to the old 
generation, but had once thought that all the national troubles were over discoverel 


that on every Rosh Hashana the review of the past year had to tellof fresh acts:

But the rising generation might weil rejoice, 
forthe hope should inspire them with thethought that withthe growth of intelligence 
which was visible ou all sides, all sigas of-oppressioa and.igaprance would, speedily 
be obliterated. It was satisfactory to note that Jews might be degraded by oppres- 
sion, but they could not be demoralized Russia, where Jews were most down- 
trodden, was more distinguisned fur Jewish literary activity than any other country. 


The prevalence of anti-Judaic feelings should teach Jews to be more circumspect - 


than ever, inasmuch as the acts of a few—not the good so much as the bad acvtsa— 
were fastened on the community at large.

This 
examination was presided over by the Grand Rabbi Haim Amodahi. The pupils 
tra: slated chapters from Isaiah, Job, and Daniel, aud several passages: from 
Rashi’s Commentary on the Pentateuch. ‘They were also questioned in iebrew 


gramtar and sacred history, they wrote pieces from dictation, and, lastly, 


delivered some narrations in classical Hebrew... It will thus be observed that the 
highest importance 1s attached ia these schools to the teacbiug of the sacred 


language, and it may be aflirmed that in spite of the limite! amount of time - 
devoted to this branch of instruction, better results are obtained than in the 


Talmud Torah School, where nothing but Hebrew is taught. 


~ To sum up, I can state that the results of thesa examinations have been of *. 
a most satisfactory character.. So great was the impression which they created 
that I gather from the local journals that duriog a visit which M. Pariente, - 


the Head Master, has just paid to the Goveroor-General, his Excellency asked 
thathis own children might Le adiaitted into the Alliance School. This is indeed 
a great honour for us Jows, especially in a city like Smyrna, where. there aré.

able impression. If these notables had more amour propre, they would say to 
themselves that it was scarcely right that-only strangers should take an interest 


in the Jewish youth, Is. it thus that the benefits of education are to be 
appreciated 2? According to the opinion of persons competent. to judge ™ the 
matter, the schools of the Alliance. are model establishmeute, which do honour 


to Judaism ip general, and to the community of Smyrna in particular. Ought . 


not then this community, or at least those who are its leaders, to interest thea 
selves in the schools, and instead of bestowing a platonic ayimpathy to display a0 
active and benevolent spirit? The misery of the Jews in Smyrna is very great, 
and its principal cause isignorance. The notables, whocomplain of somavy charge 
that weigh upon them, ought before all to occupy themselves with the progress 


of the schools and with the work of apprenticing, instead of allowing this (as

JEWS IN GERMANY. 


"With reference to the recent intervention of the Crown Prince of Germany 


ja protesting against the outrages which were then taking placs in Pomerania and 
‘other parts of Prussia, the Hannoversche Kurier, tne organ of Herr von Ben- 
nigsen, the leader of the Liberal Party iu Parliament, observes: “ We have 
reason to know, and our information is derived from an excellent source, that in 
the letter which the Crown Prince wrote from England to his Imperial father 


- condemning the outrages on the Jews and the inactivity of the Government, bis 
Imperial Highness laid special stress on the deep impression which these excesses — 
had made on public opinion in England, from the lowest individual up to the - 


very steps of the throne itself.” 


-” The anti-Semitic faction does not appear to have it all their own way in the 
electoral campaign for the German Parliament, at least as far as Berlin, their 


headquarters, is conce.ned. At the majority of meetings held in that city, the 


candidates and other speakers vehemently denounce tue agitation, and they 
declare, amid the applause of the audience, that it would be a disgrace to allcw 


‘a sect which holds such subversive opinions to be represented in Parliament. 

_ Asa young Russian, named Brockmann, was passing a group of officers 
standing in frontof the railway station at Hanover, one of these officers exclaimed, 
“ What ie this loggerhead of a Jew dving here?” Brockmann having resented 
the expression, the officer gave him a violent blow in the face with his fist. 


Three of them then pursued the Russian and severely wounded him with their 


sabres, his face and other parts of the body being covered with blood. The 
pawes of the officers, all of them  Jieutenants, were taken down by the 
police, but no steps have as yet been adopted to punish them for their violeut 
assault, Their victim was confined to his bed for several days in consequence 
of the serious nature of his injuries. His depositions were taken at his bedside 


by a wagistrate. 


Some time ago we mentioned that the Grand Duke of Mecklenburg-Schwerin 
bad summoned to his palace the editor of the Mechlenburger Nachrichten which 


_is published at Schwerin, and that he had warned him to discontiuue his attacks 
.on the Jews. The Graud Duke at the same time informed the editor, who had 


already twice incurred his sovereign’s displeasure on account of his aggressive 
attitude towards the Jews, that if he gave his Serene Highness any further cause 
for complaint, he would be dismissed from bis post and expelled from the town. 
Notwithstanding this threat of the Grand Duke, the journalist persisted in libel- 


ling the Jews, and he bas consequently been punished in the manner 


threatened. Among other methods which he adopted in order to arouse ill-teeling 
against our coreligionists, he stated that the Jewish Rabbis in America had 
associated themselves with the Nibilists for the purpose of assassiuating all 
crowned heads in Enrope and other parts of the world. | 

— The JSiidische Presse publishes a pleasing account. of the excellent relations 
which exist between, the Jewish and Christian students at the University of 


Munich. Whilst a different spirit prevails among tbe students ia some Prussian 


and Saxon Universities, it is refreshing to learn that the Christian students in 
the capital of Roman Catholic Bavaria not only refused to have anything to do- 
with the anti-Jewish petition to Prince Bismarck, which was likewise sent to 
them for signature, but that they take every opportunity of showing honour 
to their Jewish colleagues by placing them at the head of their associations and 
of other corporations connected with the University. 

The law which was passed some years ago in Germany with respect to 
Jewish communities, empowers such congregations, as we have from time to 
time mentioned, to adopt severe measures towards those persons who, while 
remaining Jews, secede from a congregation for some reason or other, and dis- 


‘continue their contributions towards its support. Another iustance of the hard- 


ships which these unattached Jews, as they, might*be termed, have to endure, 
has come to light in a recent correspondence between some of these Jews 
living at Trier, and the Minister of the [uterior, through the mediam of the 
Upper President of the province. By virtue of the law in question, the Jewish 
community of Trier passed some stringent regulations regarding the burial of 
seceding Jews in the communal cemetery. Among these regulations, seven in 
number, the most severe are those which forbid any orations to be delivered at 
funerals or the erection of tombstones or other memorials over the graves, 
except in special cases which are determiend ou their own merit by a decision 
of the congregation, and which consign the bodies of the Jewish seceders to a 
distinct part of the cemetery. The Minister, who had been memorialised to 


compel the Trier community to remove the restrictions, replied that he had no | 
power to interfere as long as the conmmunity did not refuse burial to any of 


the seceding Jews, | | |

_ of paying in subscriptions, would become unnecessary ; (3) Members might still reap 

_ the benefit of their former contributions and continue to keep up their connection | 
with the Society however much they may be compelled té change their residence.
